Resolved, that said card shall bear a 
score to be made by the Sanitary In- 
spector, with the understanding that 
the food dealer may apply for a re-in- 
spection as often as he deems best, pro- 
vided he pay a fee of fifty cents for 
each requested inspection.

after date of application, or as soon, 


thereafter as possible.
